The following is an abstract of information from o 
pamphlet entitled, "The Case Against Dean Ache son." written 
by fictor Laeky, co-author of "Seeds of Treason." 

"When Arthur Bliss Lane, former Ambassador to 
Poland learned of Dean Ache son's appointment as Sscretary 
of state he blurted outz 'God help the United States. ' Xt 
was no secret although Mr. Lane refused to discuss the 
matter with the press that his perhaps undiplomatic outburst 
mas occasioned by hts bitter experience trying to block a 
90 million dollar post-war loan to the Soviet-controlled

"Appealing to the State Department to refuse the 
loan, Mr. Lane had pointed to the Red terror in Poland, the 
arrests of American citizens and the erushing of all freedoms.

The loan was used to strengthen Soviet control of Poland. 



Jt is noted that in the Bearings before the Committee 
en Un-American Activitiee, Mouse of Representatives, 60th 
Congress, Second Session, on August 13, 1946, Donald Eiss in 
sworn testimony stated that he was not and never had been a 
member of the Communist Party, or "any formal or informal 
organisations affiliated with or fronting tn any manner what- 
soever for the Communist Party.

for the late Harold Ware, *on of the veteran communist leader, 
Ella Reeve Bloor. Operating oeoretly in Washington, War* met up 
the fir*t Communist cell in the Department of Agriculture. It 
wa* War* mho, acoording to Chamber*' Joter *eeti»ony, dominated

As read by Tandenberg, the statement contained "an 
assertion of personal friendship for the Siss brothers, a

The following is an abstract of information from a 
pamphlet entitled, "The Case Against Dean Ache son." written 
by fictor Lasky, co-author of "Seeds of Treason," 

"When Arthur Bliss lane, former Ambassador to 
Poland learned of Dean Ache son's appointment as Secretary 
of State he blurted out: 'God help the United States, 9 It 
teas no secret although Mr, Lane refused to discuss the 
euitter with the press that his perhaps undiplomatic outburst 
was occasioned by his bittsr experience trying to block a 
90 Million dollar post-war loan to the So viet-cont rolled 
Warsaw regime, 

"Appealing to the State Department to refuse the 
loan, Mr, lane had pointed to the Bed terror in Poland, the 
arrests of American eittsens and the crushing of all freedoms, 
Ms added* 'With the greateet earnestness of which I am 
capable 1 beg the Department not to approve the extension of 
any credit* at thie time,' ,. 

"Nevertheless, the loan was granted with the approval 
of Dean Ache eon, then Under Secretary of State, Tt had been 
negotiated by Donald Biss, brother of Alger and a member of 
Mr* Acheson's law firm. As it turned out Mr, Lane was right. 
The loan was used to strengthen Soviet oontrol of Poland," 

Jt ts noted that tn the Bearings before the Committee 
on Un-American Activities, Bouse of Bepresentattves, 60th 
Congress, Second Session, on August 13, 1948, Donald Biss in 
•worn testimony stated that he was not and never had been a 
member of the Communist Party, or "any formal or informal 
organisations affiliated with or fronting in any manner what" 
•oever for the Communist Party,

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B. Espionage Al le gations Mad a by VJHITTATYft CH'-^RS. 

Jul D;VID VjnTTAXT'-R CKi'MBTlS is an American citizen by virtue of Ms birth 
at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania in 1901. CHAMEE r JS associated himself with 
the Communist Party in 1921; . The Communist Party is amomj those organiza- 
tions cited by tho United States Attorney General as coming within the pur- 
view of JBxecutivo Order 9835. In 1925 CIi'J4BJH3 contributed stories to the 
Daily Workor, an .^ast Coast Comraunist newspaper, and shortly thereafter be- 
came a full-time employee of that paper, later becoming editor. In 1929 
Cft'MIERS was forced out of thj editors lap of the Daily Worker because of his 
opposition to tha STALINIST tactics within the Party. CII/MHSHS still con- 
sidered ldmsalf a Communist after this time, but found out that other man- 
be rs of the Party would have nc thing to do with him. From 1929 to 1932 
CiL'-MUERS 1 chief employment was translating into English from the Gorman and 
French languages. In 1930 or 1931 he wrote several stories which were 
published in "New Masses." (The House Committee on Un-American Activities 
in its report dated March 29, 19Uh, Pa*es U8 and 75 identified 'Hew Masses 11 
as "a nationally circulated weekly journal of the Communist Party.") 
CHOKERS made peace with the Communist Party in 1932 and subsequently bo- 
came editor of the "Hew Masses", a position he held for 3omo months. 

At the request of Communist Party leader M/JC B'E/CFT, CHAMBR3 agreed to go 
into underground work for tho Communist Party and thereupon severed all 
open connections with the Party. Late in 193U CHAMEERS moved to Baltl^re, 
Maryland and his activities in the Communis b Party commenced to center arounc 
Washington, D. C. CHAMBERS acted as a courier in the Communist underground, 
where ho made contacts with a Comr<urii3t Party underground group consisting 
mainly of various Government employees. The main purpose of this undergrounc 
Connunist group at this time was to place Conmunist Party members in key 
Government positions. Incidental to this underground group's activities, 
CHAMBERS was furnished with classified infornation from Goveranent records 
which CFAKH2RS in turn furnished to his Russian espionage contact. CftiMEERS 
broke from the Communist Party in 1938. In 1939 he began his employment 
with "Time" magazine and remained with that magazine until his resignation 
in Declarator, 19U8 at which time tie was one of the* senior editors of the 
magazine* 

On May 10, 19U5 VfHITTAXSR CILJiBSRS was interviewed by Special Agents HA3LAND 
DASTCR and EDWARD F. BJMKSR of the ? T ow York Office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. In tho course of the interview C HAMPERS was questioned as 
to his lcnowlcdgo of the activities of various individuals whose identity and 
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activities wore not readily traceable to underground organizations as ouch* 
C^u'IESaS at that tine furnished the names of some sixteen individuals, 
inclvded among which was SCHLOSCR ADL5R (SOL ADL23). CHfcKSIRS stated that 
in 1039 he had furnished ADOLPH E. ES3L3, Under Secretary of State, tho 
names of certain individuals known to him as comprising a Camnunist Party 
underground group of Government employees. SCHLCMTR ADL3R (SOL ADLER) vas 
listed in this group. He recalled that ADLER at that time, th&t is in 1937, 
was an employee of tho Treasury Department ♦ 

ClftHHERS recalled that ADLER had been in close contact with CffMBERS 1 Russia 
contact, J. PETERS, who was identified by CUMBRB3 as a Soviet agent and 
acting head of the Soviet espionage underground movement in the United 
States* It is CH/J4BS33 1 best recollection that J. PETERS had told Mm that 
ADL2R was writing a weekly report on "Treasury Matters" for the Communist 
1'f.rty. CHAMBERS suspected that the Cominunist Party was playing the stock 
market and was utilizing /DLER'S finance information and acumen in this 
connection. 

On April 6, 19k9 CHAMBERS reviewed tho notes taken by /J)QLPH £. ETCRLZ5 in 
September, 1939. From Mr. F5RLE f 3 original notes under the heading of 
"Treasury" appears the following: "SCILOKSR IDLER (5GL ADLER?), Counsels 
Orfice, sends weekly reports to Communist Party. (General Counsel ! s Office) 11 
C1LMEER5 commented concerning SCHLO^E.l ADL13 that SSL^R was always referred 
to is SCHLCWSR and that he did not know his real name was SOLCMCS until 
somotime after he, CHAMBERS, had broken from the Communist Party. Also in 
the early part of 1939 CH.'Jt3S3S advisod it was his impression fran conversa* 
tions with BVRDLD V*.?J2 and CiilVEVS Russian contact that tfcRrff D T uXTFR WHTT: 
had knowingly given positions in the Treasury Department to Communists. In 
this connection SOLOI&N ADLER and Jt.HOLD GLASS" » (7) were specifically re- 
ferred to. 

ItRDLD V.\RE, according to CH'J13?.R3, was the son of ELLA R3EV3S ttOOR, 
Communist Party leader, and it va3 II'.TOLD WARS who developed the urriergrounr 
Conmunist Farty work in Washington, L). C. 

Earlier in 19U9 Mr. CH^MBiSHS had provided to Special Agents TfEMAS 0. SPENCJ 
and FRANCIS a. PL.'.UTS of tto Naw York Office of tte Foderal Bureau of In- 
vestigation information concerning tho operation of what he texmod espionagt 
apparatus A. Ho stated tint while ho had b;sen attempting to maka other con- 
tacts for tho apparatus H.ROLD W...:i3 hr;d introduced him to one RDffsRT COS (8) 
who was very close to ft.

net know in which department of the Government he v;orked. C0S»S older 
brother, FRAIIK COTS (9), was at that time an Economics Instructor nt McGill 
University in Canada to the best of CHAM^RS 1 recollection. He recalled 
hearing on several occasions from J. PETERS, ABRAHAM GEORGE SILVERMAN (10), 
ttARitt DEXTER WHITE, and HAROLD WARE plans to bring FRANK COS from Canada 
so that ho could bo placed in the Treasury Department try HARRY DEXTER WHITE. 
It was CHAMBERS understanding that FRANK COE as well as his brother, ROBERT, 
was a member of the Communist Party. 

CK'JHSSS stated that at that tine in 193$ HARRY DEXTER WHITS was the Monet« 
Expert in the Treasury Department. He was known to HAROLD WARE and J # 
PETERS as a strong sympathiser of the Communist Party and was closely tied 
in with the Communist Party through his friendship with ABRAHAM GEORGE 
SILVERMAN, It was CHAMBERS 1 impression from conversations with H.ROLD WARS 
and J. FETER3 that WHITE had knowingly given positions in the Treasury De- 
partment to Communists, particularly to SOLCMON ABLER and Dr. H'.ROLD 
GLASS2R. 



CHAMBERS stated WARE was of the opinion that HARRY DEXTER WATTE could pro- 
duce seme very interesting and valuable material and that RORERT COS would 
be the person who would be able to obtain this information from WHITE. 
CHAMHSR3 brought this matter to PETERS 1 attention and the latter said it 
was all right to go ahead and approach WHITE. CHAMKRS recalled that on at 
loa.vt one occasion COS did get some documents from HA3HY DEXTER WH?T. r , but 
could not remember exactly the contents. 

CHAiFERS recalled also that J. PEfHRS had first introduced him to Af&AHAM 
GEORGE SILVERS approximately in early 1936. PETERS had informed CHAMfERS 
that ho hr.d been experiencing some difficulty in collecting SHVaHKAN l 3 
Communist Party dues. He b^.d pointed out to CHAMBERS that SILVERMAN'S 
assignment was to keep in touch with HARRY DEXTER WHITS whom the apparatus 
considered a possible source of documentary information. PETERS directod 
CIW1E3KS to handle SILVERMAN, see be paid his Ccanmunist Party dues on time, 
and to definitely make sure that he wr?.s doing everything possible to keep 
HT.?RJf DEXTER WHITE in a "productive frame of mind." CIl'-MBSRS contacted 
SILVERMAN quite often until his break with ths Party in April of 1938, 
although his meetings with SILVERMAN were on no regularly scheduled basis. 
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Thus it can be sscn the last seven nar.ied individuals wore also nrjuM by 
Kiss PB-iTLFT as active participant? during the early 19U03 in Russian 
05Dicnr.ee activities.

It should be noted that during the hearings before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities held August and September, 19U8 VICTOR PEHLO, 
ABfcJU-1 GEORGE SILVERMAN, WILLL'M LUDWIG ULLMAW, NATHAN GREGORY SILVEHKASTEB 
JOHM AST, NATHAN j*ITT, and CHARLES KRAMER all appeared in response to 
subpoena© and were questioned concerning the allegations of ELIZABETH TERBIL" 
EEilTLJiY. All of the above-named individuals refused to affim or deny 
membership in the Communist Party on the grounds of self-incrimination. 
Thes3 sanu witnesses on the same grounds refused to affirm or deny contacts 
with one or more of the forty individuals allegedly involved in Soviet 
espionage and refused to deny or a.ffim knowledge of our acquaintanceship 
with "ELIZABETH TERRILL EUKTLTjf or VIIITTAK3II CHAMBERS. These son* witnesses 
also refused to affirm or deny the charges made against them by WMTTAKER 
CJWIE5R3 and ELIZA EST H TERRILL tfSITMtf. 
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E» Communist Allegations Made by WMTTAKSR CHftHK? 



CH&MBE3S stated that whilo to had no factual knowledge that SOLOMON /.BLER 
actually was a Communist Party ncmbcr he would feel that inasmuch as ADL3R 
furnished en individual like J. PETERS with confidential information and 
inaarrruch as J, PETERS had advised CH/iMETlS that ho had been in close con- 
tact with SQLGHUB ;j)L3R> he, CHmKJKRS, had little doubt that ADLSR nuat 
have been a Communist Party member in order to associate with a mr.n so 
highly placed in the Communist Party* 

On Februaxy 9. 19h9 Special ..gents Li30 J. FITZSEM0N3 and ROBOT F. X. 
*&&?]£ of the Now York Office of the Federal Rireau of Investigation inter- 
viewed J. rET£3S, aka ALE3UND2R ST^tflS, 83U6 118th Street, Kgw Gardens, 
Long Island, Mew York* PETEIiS was interviewed in th'j presence of Attorney 
2MAHUEL ELOCH, 270 Broadway, Hw York City. PETERS stated he would not 
furnish information concerning SOLOMON ;j)LER on the ground that he did not 
want to sacrifice his rights under the United States Constitution in that 
any admission on his part might tend to incriminate him* He stated this 
decision must necessarily follow inasmuch as he had already testified be- 
fore a Federal Grand Jury in Now York City and to bo consistent with his 
attitude on that occasion he must, without admitting he knew ADL £t* decline 
to furnish any inf onnation* Ho volunteered the information that ho had 
declined to answer before the Federal Grand Jury pertinent question concern* 
ing his activities with VHIT7AKER CHAMESTS and other individuals involved 
in an alleged Communist underground in Washington, D* C. during tber years 
1935 to 1938. 

J» FKTERS voluntarily departed the Unitud States on May C, 19li9 for Budapesl 
Hungary under a deportation order. 
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WHITTAKEa CftiMBEIS named VICTOR P3HL0 as a participant in a Cororunist Part} 
txrviorsround group during the period 193U to 1938.

: '^ B # C** the leadirg figures in espionage apparatus A had assembled to 
e; " hold a meeting in the apartment of one HES3Y COLLINS. Among these leading 
- »«bcrs was VICTOR PERLO. 
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V^TTAKSR CHAMBERS in 19U9 recalled that HARRY DEXTER WHITS, approximately 
in rr;i7,» was providing information to ABRAHAM GECR3E SILVERMAN and to 
CHitff^RS. He had first met WHITE in 1935 but since it appeared WHITE 
disliked him personally he was unable to obtain information from him. 
WHITE, however, during this period (1935-1937) several tisnos volunteered 
to vrJ.te and sutanit to the Soviet Government a plan for the reorganization 
of its money or its finances • 

Farly in 1937 WHITE commenced providing CHfJfflEaS with documents from the 
Treasury Department but his transmisaiens wero irregular and in small 
quantitities . 

Sometime in 1937 at Washington, D. C, SILVJSMAN and CH-j-TEERS effected an 
introduction of WHITE and Colonel BORIS BYKOV, CH^EZRS 1 Soviet espionage 
principal . He recalled specifically that WHITS had turned over to him 
material dealing \*ith a list of Japanese agents and Chinese agents in 
Japanese enploy; reports of the Office of tfaval Intelligence; plus a 
verbal report WHITE gave him of a meeting between Russian Ambassador 
OJM/.NSKY and HENRY MORuEHTH/.U , Seci^otary of the Treasures These documents 
wore produced by WHITE intcrmittenly from early 1937 until April, 1938, 
when CHAMBERS broke with the Conmvmist Party* 
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J. ?::iZ-:C, akn Alexander Stevens (6) 

In 191-? WHITTAICS* COIEE33 advi3ed that approximately in 1936 J. F-'TEaS 
had irentioned the mme SOLCKGrl ADLF.R to him. CiL'MIE'.E stated ha had never 
sevn this individual but ace siting to PETEI23, ADI/SIt was writing a weakly 
report en Treasury natters for the Communist Party. CIt\MBEIJf. identified 
J. PjSTEiTS as a Soviet ajont ar.d acting head of a Soviet espionage \xnder- 
jrcnuv". movement. In his appearances before Boston Informants T-2 ind 
T-8, Government agencies, SCIOMOi: ADLEn stated he did not know J. PSTERS 
under that name or any alias ar. 7J5TE3S who was deported to Hungary from 
the United States in 19'jO ajVisoi'. in 19U9 that he had refused before a 
Federal Grand Jury in Mew Y'.rlc City to state '..-nether or not he knev 
SOLCKO'i AULEH a-*', likewise '/.--'Id n't provide this information to tho 
Federal Bureau of Invejcis-r.-l/n because by doing so his rights under the 
Constitution of the United S -.atoc would be jeopardized.

"HITTAKSn CH.VMBS3S also identified R'/OOID GL/.SS2R as a participant in a 
^period l£l tf ST™* ZTOUP *"**"** in W-htaetcn. D. C. during 
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WHITfAlPR CHAME2B stated ttot J. PHT^RS, Soviet espionage agent, intro- 
duced CHAMBERS *.o HAJHMD GLAS3ER, rm employee of the Treasury Department 
who was apparently a close friend of !!ARR3f DEXTSR WISTS. GLASS3R had 
attenptad to get WHITE to provide automation concerning Treasury Depart- 
ment matters but evidently was unsuccessful at that tine* 

P2T3RS had informed CHAMBERS that GLASSER had a very high opinion of WHITE 
as a Communist Party sympathizer and had further informed CHAMBERS that 
WHITF had "stocked the Treasury Dnpartesr.t with people who were either 
members of the Coiimunist Party or sympathizer." •* 
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It will be recalled that WHITTAKER CHAMFERS identified ROBERT COE as a 
mraiber of one of the cells of espionage apparatus A as well as a member of 
the Communist Party. CHAMBERS pointed out that HAROLD WARE had introduced 
him to ROBERT COE who at that time was a very close friend of HARRI DEXTER 
WilTE.of the Treasury Department. He stated WARE was of the opinion that 
W'ffTE could produce some interesting and valuable material and that ROBERT 
COE would be the person who would be able to obtain this information from 
WHITE. J. PETERS thereupon gave permission to CHAMBERS to have WHITE 
approached through ROBERT COE. CHAMBERS remembers that on at least one 
occasion COE did cet some documents from HARRY DEXTSR WHITE. 
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The above-mentioned 193? notes of >u)OLPH A. SEItLE identified 305 COi as 
"in the Comnunist Party «s 'Foreign 3ureau'," according, to WEETIuiuSR 
GILS32HS. 
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ELIZArETH EENTLEY identified V.FR/.NK COK as cnc of those individuals includ 
in the so-called SJLV^TU-STTft apparatus. Likewise, WHITTAKER CHAKE.TB 
identified FJtANK CO"; as a participant in a Communist Party underground 
group which functioned in Wnshinoton, D. C. during the period 193U to 1938. 
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VHITTAKER CHAMBERS in 19k9 identified SILVERMAN as a participant in a 
Comrtunist Party underground group in Washington, D. C. during tho poriod 
193U to 1938. 




V/HXTTAKER Cfff-MBSRS stated that all of the leaders in apparatus A and tho 
members of the various cells were duos paying members of the Communist 
Party. He recalled that the dues at that time were based on a certain 
percentage of tho member 1 s salary. He explained .that those individuals 
in apparatus /. could not participate in any open Communist work which 
would divulgo their underground Party activity. Consequently, as they 
were enthusiastic and anxious to be known as Party members, the fact of 
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contributing high duos to the Party was somewhat in substitution of the 
activities of an open member <:f the Ccnimunist Party. CE\KE5R5 recalled 
that those high duos caused hardship to some of the members but the only 
one t;ho ever complained to hini of their boint; hish was SILVERMAN. 

Ifc went on to state that H/.3RY DEXTER WHITE'S close tie with the Communist 
Party came about as a result cf his friendship with SILVERMAN and that 
J, PETERS had explained to him that SILVERMAN 1 5 principal position in the 
apparatus was to keep in touch with WHITE. PETERS also impressed on 
CIi\K3ER3 that he must see to it that SILVERMAN paid his Communist Party 
dues on time. 




She stated the f ollowing, persons vrere friends of the SILViSRiilMS and visited 
then; at the SILVERifcN hones HhRRY DKXTEft BHi'TE, FfcJflE COE, N.YTHAH GREGORY

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VHITT-'.KES CH/JiFEIES stated that ABRAHAM GEORGE SILVEtfKAH had talkocl of 
L/JJCHLIN CUTOir! repeatedly and had described him as a "sympathizer of tha 
Communist Party." CHAMBERS addod", howevpr, that ho, himself, had no 
direct knowlodge nor in fact did ho believe that CUR3IS was evor a member 
of any underground apparatus of the Comnunist Party, He related that 
SILVERiiAN told him that on more than ono occasion that CU3HIE usedto give 
him, SILVERMAN, stock markot tips. SILVERMAN gave CHWBRflS to understand 
thr:t he bought and sold stocks for himself on tho baci3 of this informatior 
Cfl'Jv^HS stated ho also gathered from SILVERMAN that UUCHLIM CtirJlTE was a 
closo friend of HATH DlCX'm WHITE. 
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VHITTAKER CHAMBERS identified IRVING KAFL/il as a participant in the 
Crinmuni3t Party underground grouo in Washington, D. C during the poriod 
193U to 1938. 

WHITTAKER CIttMBEtB stated that abjut the time ho planned to break away 
from the Communist Party he proposed tr; J, PETjKIS that the ?'arty got him 
a job in the Federal Government* PETTIS agreed to the proposal . There- 
after CHAMBERS approached A3aAft'»H GE0&1E SILVERMAN and told him lie wanted 
a Government job.

WHITTAKER CHAMBERS in 19k9 recalled going to the apartment of CffiHLLS KRAME 
on one occasion when a oell meeting cf the Communist Party was taking places 
Howovor, since CB'.Mf3~7S did not wish to see the people present and likewise 
did not wish them to see him, he left immediately. 

Concerning the information 'supplied by WHXTTAKER CHAMBERS in 1939 to 
i\DOLPH /-.
